STEEL EARNINGS IN JULY 


By tlic First or July the Sled Com- 


panies Will Work ulT Many Low- 


Priced Contracts. 


United States Steel as ivell as the- 


independent companies should report a 
still further -improvement in earnings 
after.the current month, due to the,fact 
that many; contracts taken at the Very 
low prices Tvill have been worked off 
the books by July 1. In May the Steel 
Corporator! shipped a very 
small 


amount of ore from the Lake Superior 
district, hut in the current month ship- 
ments will amount to several million 
tons. In the snird quarter of the year 
ore shipinents by the corporation .are 
likely to run close to 15,000,000 tons. 


In connection-with ore transportation, 


however, the impression that the Steel 
Corporation's earnings are affected by 
shipments of its own 'ore, is wronp. 
Shipments of ore over the Steel Cor- 
poration's 
railroads and 
steamship 


lines by independent companies, how- 
ever, are at --nee reflected in the in- 
come of the corporation. 
!Duri ng the 


navigation sea'son the Steel Corpora- 
tion hauls millions of tons of iron ore, 
coal and other clasess of freight for 
outside • interests, and returns thereon 
are at once recorded. In the case of 
Its own'iron. ore. earnings are not en- 
tered on the books until the'product 
has been actually converted Into fln- 
tshed steel, and shipped to consumers. 
As a better illustration, a ton of ore 
that leaves the mines is shipped over 
the railroads to the upper lake ports; 
then transported by steamer to lower 
lake docks, and from there over the 
Bessemer 
He Lake Erie, say to fur- 


naces in the Pittsburgh district. It is 
converted into pig iron, then into bil- 
lets, after which it takes the form of 
finished steel and is shipper! to the 
consumer. 
Various subsidiaries that 


figured in the operation are then per- 
mitted to onter their profits on the 
books. Reference was made In the an- 
nual report of 1903 to the segregation 
of profits, as follows: 


"Comemncing witli January, 1904, it 


has been decided to "setjrcsate prot.'s 
in question in the combined accounts 
of all companies, and not to take these 
same over into agregate earnings re- 
ported for all companies, until such 
profits shall have been actually real- 
ized by the conversion of the materials 
involved into finished steel products 
and the sale and delivery of the hitter

One of First Large Plants Is Xow But 


a Memory of Morgan Valley's 


I'onncr Glory. 


Sterling one of the first large coke 


plants jn the 
Conuellsville 
region, 


closed its doors Saturday as' a 
fuel 


producer after a life of 41 years, eight 
months and 21 days of usefulness. The 
Sterling plant, better known as the 
Jim town plant, is located on the Hick- 
man .Run Branch of the B. & O. just 
back of the'old Tyrone church ar.ti 
about two miles and a half northeast 
of Dawson. 
The original plunt was 


built by W. II. Brown 
and James 


Cochran, better known as "Big Jim" 
Cochran in 1871 and consisted of 100 
ovens. There 
were 
several 
other 


smaller plants in the region but this 
was the only place where coke was 
manufactured on an extensive scaly. 


The Prick interests, then operating 


in the Morgan valley, later bought 
this plant and from the time it was 
taken over that company commenced 
to steadily enlarge it. Many openings 
were made into the extensive and rich 
coal bed and the plant began a life 
of wonderful activity. Jim town hold, 
its own among the industrial centers 
or Fayette and Westmoreland count-, 
ies.

Slowly the five openings were ex- 


hausting the vast coal seam at this 
plant untii several years ago a small 
part of the plant was forced 
to be 


abandooned on this account.
